great deal of interest the editorial, "Shall 
Ruin Be the Penalty of Success," in 
connection with the report of the senate 
committee attacking the various Stand- 
ard Oil companies.

"Faint Perfume" has a framework very sim- 


ilar to that of "Miss Lulu Bett." I say this in 
no spirit of derogation whatsoever. Ever since 
Adam 'began writing sonnets to Eve, authors 
have felt at perfect liberty to make 'use of any- 
thing used by themselves in previous works, 
and I am no one to deny Miss Gale the similar 
privilege. The differences are that "Grandma" 
of ,"Miss Lulu .Bett" is "Graridpa" in "Faint 
Perfume." But his barely audible mutterings 
are just as uncomfortably true, as were hers. 
The elopement of the uncommunicative sister 
really takes place in this latter book. The Gid- 


onite is about as unbearable as Lulu's in- 
ufferable brother-in-law was. 
However, Miss Gale has endowed Leda and 


Barnalby with a. fine intellectualis-m that Lulu 
and her rescuer did not have. Thus the 'con- 
rast -between Leda and-her surroundings are 
much the more painful. 


But the most striking thing to 
mote in 


'Faint Perfume" is the employment of a new 
ityle, a new technique. Heywood Broun calls it 
•compression." 
That -will do quite well, I 


think. In fact, Miss Gale has succeeded!. in 
compressing great quantities'- of meaning in 
few 
deftly 
composed lines throughout the 


30ok. One is carried^ away by the force and 
vividness of. this new style. The greatest pos- 
sible emotional conflicts between Leda and the 
Crumbs—clashes of personality go electric that 
the -wave lengths of tension seem to attune to 
one's own heart, are BO skillfully sketched with 
adroitly condensed sentences' that, one can 
sense the full psychology of all the interesting 
scenes, and; still not fail to keep up -with .the 
progress of the story.' 
"Faint Perfume" is 


n-othbg, If not-a story of conflicting emotions,. 
The physical action' in th* story is no more 
than sufficient to sustain the psychological 
background. But I have never seen the com- 
plexities of human souls any more completely 
translated into wordls than those that (Miss 
Gale gives -as In "Faint Perfume."'Incidental- 
ly, Miss GaLa adds considerably" to the'indict- 
ment of the American masses as emotional 
jelly fish, to -which Interesting task' others such 
as Sinclair Lewis hare ably contributed. 'In- 
dignation is their only form of emotional ex- 
pression'," said Leda of the Crumbs', -which 
line I point out as having -worlds of meaning, 
applied as indiscriminately as one- chooses. 


The friends of Zona Gale who-have been fol- 


io-wing her work ever since the days, she con- 
tributed to •• The .tteliheator, "will; certainly be 
enthusiastic 'over • "Faint Perfume." Many: of 
her friends -were frankly dubious aboat 
the 


possibilities of her career because early writ- 
ings showed a tendency'.to verbosity, and sen- 
timentality. But beginning -with "Birth," each 
succeeding piece of her "•work has shown far- 
ther departure from these shortcomings And 
today ."Faint Perfume" stands diametrically 
opposed, to all earlier tendencies. As I said W 
Ipre, Zona Gale has tmdodbtedly arrived -where 
hold forth those that'count.
